the president, she threw a handful of 
the soft petals into his box.

the parade was over be was ankle deep 
in rose leaves. 


In the morning the president and his 


party were driven through the residence 
section of Los Angeles.

WALL STREET WINNERS 


Stories Told of Thpse Who Have 
L Made Handsome Fortunes. 


EBIENOE'Or A PENNSYLVANIA!! 


Flow He SnrprUed Some TVall Street 
1 Regalcnt Who Were Inclined to 


Dave Foot With Him— A Fortune 
•Won In Fifteen Minutes — Casual 
Call on J. P. Morgan. 


When the bankers and brokers wens 


ready to go home yesterday for their 
day and a half's holiday, the general 
feeling seemed to be that It was a 
mighty good thing for everybody that 
a check had come to the speculation, 
Bays a New York Sun reporter, writing 
under tlie date of May 4. One of the 
bank presidents wan quoted as saying 
that the level of prices the past week 
had been altogether too high and not 
euch as to warrant conservative loans 
on the securities traded In. This maa 
eaJd that there would probably be no 
combination on the .part of the banks 
to restrict loans, but there would con- 
tinue to be a very decided discrimina- 
tion on the part of bankers between 
Intrinsic and Inflated values. He said 
that the situation has tended to favor 
the smaller operators and enable them 
to do trading to a much larger extent 
than they could afford. He said that 
the banks would undertake to bring 
the weak traders to their senses by a 
stiffer money rate and greater scrutiny 
as to securities offered for collateral. 


With the close of the greatest week 


of stock speculation ever known in the 
history of the world, a great many per- 
sons are balancing accounts, taking in- 
ventories ard trying to determine just 
lw much they have won and how 
much they have lost. The past few 
days the papers have been filled with 
the winnings of everybody, from the 
cook's scullion to the trust magnate. 
It is true that fortunes, large and 
gmall, have been made, and it is equal- 
ly true that most of the stories regard- 
ing the fortunes have been exagger- 
ated. 


Of course, it is of no avail to consider 


the money made by men like the 
Rockefellers and Mr. Morgan and their 
immediate friends. They are regarded 
as the greatest winners in Wall street, 
and their winnings mount up into the 
millions. It would be absurd even to 
guess at the amount. But the good 
times have brought fortunes of greater 
or lesser dimensions to probablya great- 
er number of persons than has been 
known before In the world's history. 
'Here are a few instances: A few days 
ago some mention was made in the 
papers of the fact that Otto Loeb, a 
well known Wall street trader, had 
raked off §50,000 by the sale of some 
Union Pacific stock which he had been 
carrying for years. The statement of 
facts was Incorrect. The truth is that 
Mr. Loeb bought 5,000 Shares of Union 
•Pacific on Wednesday morning. 
It 


kept going up and up by seconds, and 
In 15 minutes it had reached a point 
where he concluded to iet go. He sold, 
and in just one-quarter of an hour he 
had made a clean profit of $35,000. 


One of the easterners of a large firm 


of brokers in Wall street told this 
story on Friday: "I had a little money 
to invest, and I bought 100 shares of 
National City bank stock at 325. To- 
day it is worth SCO, and I have made 
a profit, therefore, on that transaction 
of §47,500. Of course, that Is a paper 
profit, but the stock is of the kind that 
is not likely to depreciate or be af- 
fected by speculation, so I think I have 
made on the transaction the amount I 
have just named. About the time that 
I bought the City bank stock I took a 
flier in 50 shares of Standard Oil at 
500. It is now worth 815, so that my 
profit on that deal is $15,750. making 
my total profit on the whole trans- 
action $03,230." 


Another customer of the same firm 


of brokers bought 500 shares of City 
bank stock at 546. 
Ho has made 


$127,000. According to what should 
be fairly reliable Information, Charles 
.W. Morse, ex-president of the Amer- 
ican Ice company, has been buying 
bank stock and is $5,000,000 better off 
than he was when lie began his 
purchases. The Btory goes that he 
bought City bank stock at 350 and 
that he also purchased Knickerbocker 
Trust company's stock and rtock of 
the Bank of New Amsterdam. He got 
the latter at 600, and it is now quoted 
at 1,400. Joseph Heimerdinger bought 
Colorado Fuel and Iron a few weeks 
ago, on the advice of President Osgood 
of the company, ami he sold out on 
•Wednesday at a profit af $500,000. 


• Ex-Congressman Jefferson M. Levy, 
Philip J. Britt, who Is a sort of contin- 
uing counsel to the successive Tam- 
many sheriffs; Jacob Field, and Oscar 
Tschirky, the major domo at the Wal- 
'dorf, are also among the wipners. Mr. 
iLevy's friends eay that he has cleaned 
Tip $3,000,000, while young Britt is said 
to have made $200,000. 
Jake Field, 


who is regarded as one of the biggest 
traders in Wall street, Is credited with 
having won out about $5,000,000 in the 
past three months. Oscar guesses he's 
nmde "almost as much as the chief 
room clerk." These are instances of 
the winnings of men who are either 
experienced Wall street operators or 
who occasionally take fliers In stocks. 
There is another class made up of com- 
parative strangers to "Wan street who 
have also made comfortable fortunes. 
'A number of residents of western New 
(York and western Pennsylvania must 
be included in this list. 


They may be properly said to be un- 


der the leadership of a Pennsylvanian 
who made a good deal of money out of 
lumber and then went into one of the 
steel companies which was absorbed 
by the United States Steel corporation. 
When tie got'Into steel, it was neces- 
sary for him to come to New York. 
He is a pretty seedy looking citizen, so 
far as his dress Is concerned, and the 
regulars in Wall street were inclined 
to have fun with ftlm. When they got 
better acquainted with him, they learn- 
ed better. About two weeks ago he 
sat talking in a broker's office with 
pome friends. 
One of Us acquaint- 


ances said: ' 


"I think I'll buy 500 Union Pacific."

Value of the Submarine Boat 


(In Peace and War. 


OBSEEVATIONS OF J. P. HOLLAND. 


Famona Inventor Telia How Chops 


Of the BriiUh Channel Will Cen»e 
to Have Terrors For Landsmen 
When Snlimarine Boats Arc lined. 
Tneir Value In Warfare. 
John P. Holland, the inventor of the 


submarine torpedo boat Holland, re- 
cently proclaimed his view in a locture 
at the Carnegie lyceuin that in the 
course of a few years submarine ves- 
sels would supplant surface craft for 
short journeys by water, saya the New 
York Times. In the course of his lec- 
ture Mr. Holland said: 


"Submarine boats may be employed 


for sponge or pearl fishing, wrecking, 
chartmaking, as ferryboats and as ves- 
sels of war. V»'c have been so busy up 
to this time In getting a hearing for 
the submarine boat as an engine of 
war that vre have overlooked almost 
entirely her future usefulness ia the 
pursuits of pence. 


"As soon as men overcome tbpip 


fears and learn to go down bene&th 
the water as they now skim its sur- 
face the progress of the submarine 
beat in commerce will be" rapid. With- 
in the next ten years we shall have 
made more progress in submerged nav- 
igation than has been made in the SCO 
years that have just passed. 
Within 


that period I expdct to see submarine 
boats engaged in regular passenger 
traffic. 
. 


"For transatlantic travel submarine 


bonts will never be possible commer- 
cially. For short trips the submarine 
boat offers 
commercial advantages 


that will render it a dangerous rival of 
the surface sailing vessel, if Indeed it 
does not drive the latter entirely cut 
of competition in certain waters. Take, 
for example, the trip across the British 
channel. 
No other water \ journey 


causes an equal amount of suffering. 
The most hardened traveler becomes 
seasick there. Fogs and heavy traffic 
are constantly causing collisions. The 
submarine boat will remove all these 
objections. 


"There will be no seasickness, be- 


cause in a submerged bdat there is no 
perceptible motion. There will be no 
smells to create nausea, for the boats 
will be propelled by electric power 
taken from storage batteries. 
There 


will be no collisions^ because the boats 
will travel coming and going at dif- 
ferent depths, say, one at 40, the other 
at CO feet. The water overhead may 
be crowded with small craft but the 
submarine boat will have a free, unob- 
structed course. She will be kept ab- 
solutely true to this course by means 
of cables running from shore to shore. 
On these cables will run automatic 
steering gear attached to the subma- 
rine boat Storms and fogs will have 
no existence for -the traveler, for 
weather has little effect upon the wa- 
ter at the depth at which she moves. 


"The appointments on such a vessel 


may be finer than anything on the sur- 
face. 
The passengers will enter a 


handsomely fitted cabin at Dover. Elec- 
tric lights will make it cozy and bright. 
Neither the cold of winter nor the ex- 
treme heat of summer will be felt. 
Almost without jar the boat will put 
o2 from her dock on'the-English side. 
Practically no vibration will be felt 
from the smoothly running machinery. 
Before the traveler fairly realizes that 
a start has been made the boat will be 
fast at her dock at Calais. This is no 
dream. It is simply the forecast of a 
trip that I expect to take myself some 
day." 


Mr. Holland told of the perfection of 


development of recent submarine ves- 
sels for the purpose of war and then 
continued: 


"When the first submarine torpedo 


boat goes into action, she will bring us 
face to face with tlfe most puzzline 
problem ever met in warfare. She will 
present the spectacle, when used in at- 
tack, of a weapon against which there 
Is no defense. You can send nothing 
against the submarine boat, not even 
itself. 
You cannot fight submarines 


with submarines. The fanciful descrip- 
tions of the submarine battles of the 
future have one defect—you cannot see 
under water. Hence you cannot fight 
under water. If you cannot run away, 
you are doomed. 
Wharfs, shipping 


at anchor, the buildings in 
seaport 


towns, cannot run away. The sending 
of a submarine boat against them 
means their inevitable destruction. 


"Tomorrow, If we had a fleet of sub- 


marine boats big enough, they could 
protect New York harbor against an 
attack by the combined fleets of the 
jvorld. But our shipping and our city 
would still be at the rnerdy of the ene- 
my If they had only one submarine 
boat, manned by a fearless crew of ex- 
perts. You could not mine against her. 
for she would countermine. You could 
not close the harbor against her even 
with a network of torpedoes and 
chains stretched across the Narrows 
reaching from the surface to the bot- 
tom of the channel. From a safe dis- 
tance she could send a torpedo against 
the network that would blow it to 
pieces, giving her all the passageway 
phe wanted to go in and out You could 
not chase her with a fleet of your own 
submarine boats, because you could 
not find her under water. 


"How the menace of the submarine 


boat Is to be met nobody has at this 
time been able to say. All are agreed, 
however, that in one direction at least 
she will forever remain unconquerable. 
S!ie will make a close blockade impos- 
sible."

County Commissioners 
May Change 


Plan of Building Greylock Road 


There is to be a change made in the 


manner of expending the 
county's 


money on Greylock road. The countv 
commissioners are not satisfied with 
the progress made in the road building 
there last season by contract accord- 
ing to a Pittsfield paper's report. John 
Polcaro of Boston was the contractor. 
About 2500 feet of road was built. The 
commissioners are to have some ex- 
pert opinion on the road building on 
Greylock before they meet again on the 
17th and the report of the inspectors 
of the Greyloek road will determine 
very largely what will be done on the 
summit. 


One of the commissioners says that 


it is likely that the county will eive 
the road building to a foreman em- 
ploying local labor and that tile coun- 
ty will pay the bills of the road build- 
ing instead of letting the work out to 
a contractor. The general impression 
with the commissioners seems to be 
that the county did not get enough for 
its money. 


There seems to be Tto fault found 


with the work on the mountain. It is 
said to be well done and very satis- 
factory to the engineers and that the 
whole action of the commissioners will 
be based on an attempt to get more 
for the money than they got last year. 
The change is approved in many quar- 
ters. 


The counlty commissioners have set 


aside $600 of the regular highway ap- 
propriation of ttie county for the re- 
pair of the temporary road up Grey- 
lock from the Lanesboro side and also 
for th£ highway up the mountain from 
North Adams. The money has been 
given to E H, Roberts for expendi- 
ture and he will nave a large force of 
men on the job by the first of next 
week. The road frpm Lanesboro to 
the peak has been obstructed by sev- 
eral trees that fell during the winter, 
but it is hoped to make a passageway 
for the teams by the middle of next 
week.

United States Urged to Buy 


Embassies and Legations. 


EIOE ffiVEBTIGATIOH PLAHNED. 


Secretary Wllion Will Send Oat RB 


Expert on a Roving SU»»io»—Great 
Fata** Predicted For th« Industry. 
President HcKimley Plancing a 
Werld ClrcUaff Trip. 
Some inconveniences and embarrass- 


ments at Peking are responsible for a 
sentiment in favor of purchasing em- 
bassies and legations in foreign capi- 
tals for the use of American diplomats, 
says tbe Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Tribune. 
England has 


adopted this policy, and it has worked 
satisfactorily. The United States docs 
not own a foot of land in Enrope; and 
every time a new diplomatic repre- 
sentative is appointed he is compelled 
to put in a considerable time hunting 
for a suitable home. 


The inauguration of this policy by 


the United States has been begun on 
the recommendation of President Mc- 
Klnley. He urged congress to appro- 
priate' $100,000 for a legation at Pe- 
king. 
Congress appropriated $60,000 


for the purchase of a site, and when 
this has been selected funds for the 
construction of a building will be pro- 
vided. The demand for a legation at 
Peking is mhch more urgent than at 
any other foreign capital, Cut now that 
the government has committed itself 
to the policy of owning its embassies 
and legations it Is believed others will 
be purchased. 


The structure at Peking will be more 


In the nature of a fortress than a resi- 
dence. Owing to the outbreaks in Chi- 
na the powers have come to the con- 
clusion jhat the residences of their rep- 
resentatives at Peking must be forti- 
fied against attack. The new United 
States legation at Peking will of course 
be located in the compound, and when 
the powers have completed the work 
of restoring their legations they will 
be secure from attack, and the only 
way fn which the inmates can be 
harmed will be for the Chinese to lay 
siege to the legations. 


Secretary Wilson has decided to 


send out an expert to scour the rice 
growing countries of the world and 
thoroughly investigate important mat- 
ters connpcted with tbe industry, says 
the Washington Star. This mission, 
which is to stretch into the civilized 
and uncivilized parts of the- world, will 
probably be intrusted to Professor 
Knapp of Louisiana, who returned 
about a year ago from an official trip 
of investigation in the orient. 
The 


start will be made about next July. 


It is proposed to bunt out the rice 


growing countries, ascertain what they 
fe'ed both to the beef animals and the 
work teams, what rice can be grown 
on high land that cannot be Irrigated, 
what legumes can be used for forage 
for animals used in tbe rice Industry 
and a host of other kindred questions. 
Great success in rice growing is report- 
ed in the ricefields along the gulf coast 
of Louisiana and Texas, and Secretary 
Wilson predicts that a year hence will 
witness the production in the United 
States of all the rice required within 
the country. 
The rice consumption 


per capita will increase very material- 
ly, he says. 


Secretary Wilson believes that the 


future will find the United States in 
the first rank of rice growing countries, 
and the coming mission to the east 
with a view to gathering information 
on the whole subject is expected to 
yield good results.

Dr. Franklin Carter, president of 


Williams college, handed his resigna- 
tion to the board of trustees at its 
meeting yesterday. 
The resignation 


was made at the afternoon session ol 
the board and was somewliat of a sur- 
prise because of the repeated denials 
of tHe truth, of the ruuior to that effect, 
which was printed In the Transcriot 
several weeks ago. The resignation 
was made in a letter to the board o£ 
trustees and the present stated that 
his action was final _The resignation wiU 
talce effect Se^t. 1 of the present year, 
which is a few weeks before the be- 
ginning- of the next college year. 


The cause of the action of the'pres- 


ident was rot given .in Ws letter of 
resignation excepting that it was for 
has own best good and the best Rood 
of the college. Dr. Carter has beer, in 
ill health, however, for some time and 
during the past few months he has 
been in the south with, the hopes that 
he might improve He is yet far from 
well. 


The letter of President Carter to the 


board of trustees follows: 


Williamstown. kay 9, 1901. 


To the Reverend and Honorable Trus- 


tees 'of Williams College: 


Gentlemen^-The time has come for 


me to fixf-a limit to the tenure of the 
presidency 
of 
Williams 
college to 


which I was elected 20 years-ag-o last 
February. 
Twenty years is a brief 


period in the life of an institution, but 
a long- part of the life of a maji. But 
one trustee, Rev. Dr. Booth, is now on 
the board of those who welcomed me 
to my duties in 1881. But one profes- 
sor, Prof. Fernald, is now in) the ser- 
vice of the college of those who were 
teaching here the year previous to iny 
inauguration. No true man can. oc- 
cupy for so many years the position 
which I have held in this couege with- 
out becoming- thoroughly devoted to 
its interests. 
Now that both my own 


best good and the best good of 
the 


college can be promoted by the sever- 
ance of these relations I lay down!, not 
without reg-.-ct, but with the full con- 
sciousness that I am in tlie path of 
duty, the responsibilities of the presi- 
dency. I ask you to relieve me from 
the duties on the 1st of September 
next. I have fixed upon this date in 
the belief that the intervening- months 
may be sufficient time for the selec- 
tion 'of my successor. I cariiot close 
this communication without express- 
ing- my grateful appreciation of all the 
courtesy and patience •nhich I hava 
received from this board. I would not 
forget the dead some of the less illus- 
trious whom loved the college with an at 
fection and served her with loyalty, 
always beautiful, helpful and inspir- 
ing. In the firm faith that you will 
find a. president who will greatly ad- 
vartee the nobleness for which the

the board further than to appoint a 
committee consisting of Rev. Daniei 
Merriam of Worcester, Hon. J"mos II.

Adams of "fall River and Joseph Sim- 
mons of New York city, into whose 
hands the resignation was placed with 
resolutions instructing the committee 
to report a" the commencement meet- 
ing of the board and expressing the re- 
gret of the board at the statement of 
Dr. Carter that his action was final, 


President Carter became Williams 


president 20 years ago last February 
and has made a most successful pres- 
ident 
During his adminstration the 


effective resources of the college have 
been increased by more than a million 
dollars, the number of students has 
been doubled, and the faculty has been 
increased: from less than a dozen to 34. 
"Natoble changes have been made in the 
curriculum, which have befn in keeo- 
ing- with modem ideas, yet not losing 
sight of the traditional pclicy of tl.e 
institution. 


The visible monuments of the finan- 


cial progress of Dr. Carter's adminis- 
tration are Morgan hall, built in'lSSS, 
at a cost of 550,000; Lasell gymnasi- 
um, built >n 1886, at a cost of $30,000: 
Hopkins hall, built in 1890, at a rost of 
$55,090: t,:ro'> Thompson 
laboratories, 


phyifaJ, biological and chemical, built 
in 1893, at a cost of $305,000: astronomy 
observatory, built in 18S2, at a cost of 
$40DO; infirmary, built in 1S93, at a cost 
of $4500; Jcsup hall, built in 1SO<». at 
a cost of $30,000; and several additions 
to the college library. 


Franklin Carter was born in Water- 


bury, Conn., Sept. "0, 18;!4, and wns the 
son Of Preserve Wood and Ruth 'Wolf? 
Holmes Carter. He secured his e'u-iv 
education in a boarding school, which 
was followed later by a course of study 
at Phil'ips-Andover 
academy, froir. 


which he graduated as valedictorian of 
his class. He entered Yalf willi the 
^'n-.*fo£ 3835, but at tho end ni Hip 
sophomore year was compelled to lonvp 
or. acocunt of ill health. If'1 traveled 
three years and entered Williams co-1- 
lego in 1860 with the junior class, i\kh 
which he graduated the following ypcr 
He was married to Sarah Le.tV'n- 
worth, daughter of Charles 
Denison 


Kirgsbury, Feb. 24, 1863. He was ar>- 
poii t f d professor in Latin and French 
in ISfi/t, but spent a year and a half 
in traveling in JCurope before ontof-lns 
tipon his duties. He become professor 
of German literature at Y.nie in JS72, 
which position he hf-Id for nino yearn 
when he was called to the presidency 
of Williams college. This M.-IS in 1881. 
After thiffi 'years' service 
Dp. Car- 


ter assumed the responsibilities of pro- 
fesorship in theology. He received the 
degree of A. B. from Williams in 1862: 
from PickinFon, 1S63; Williams, 1865;

and LL. D. from Union, 1S81. 


President Carter lias also done con-

Move Advocated by Western 
Massachusetts Episcopal- 
ians Carried In Convention 


J, G, TEBBETTS SPOKE IN FAVOR 


Details Left to a Committee. An Im- 


portant Matter for the Church. 


Bishop Lawrence's Plain 


Words in Address to 


C«nvention 


The annufl convention of the Prot- 


estant Episcopal church- of Massachu- 
setts decided at Boston last night, af- 
ter a prolonged debate, to divide the 
diocese, and then intrusted the details 
of division to a committee which will 
report to a special meeting of the con- 
vention la June.. 


Rev. J. C. Tebbetts of this city, a 


member of U.t, committee to reiw>rt on 
the matte-, was one of the chief speak 
eis 'n favor of the division, presenting 
the "joint of view of the western part 
of the state. Rev. Dr. 
Arthur 
Law- 


rence of Stock bridge said he was will- 
ing to sacrifice any sentiment for the 
good of the church, but he did not ao- 
prove of voting in the dark- 


After many speeches the vote was 


taken on the motion to ask permission 
of the g'enei-al convention to divide th» 
diocese, and resulted as follows: Vote 
of the clergy—in the affirmative, 121; 
;n the negative, 118; vote of the parish- 
es—yes, 4S; no 10. 


•A debate followed on the lines of 


division, but JudE;e C. G. Davis cf Wor- 
cester protested against the attempt at 
the close of a long convention, when 
most of the western delegates had gone 
home, to act on the question of division 
He moved reference to a committee. C. 
G. Sanders moved to amend by making 
the committee report to the next con- 
vention. Robert Treat Paine submit- 
ted an elaborate resolution definine 
the boundaries of the diocese, 
pro- 


viding that $100,000 of 
the 
bishop's 


fund be r>aH or held in trust for the 
benefit of the new diocese. The sub- 
stitute motion by Mr. Paine was voted 
down. Mr. Saunders' motion was also 
rejected. Tfie motion by Judge Davis 
was finally carried by a vote of 137 
against 135. The 
conventoin 
asked 


Bishop Lawrence to call the adjourned 
meeting some time in June. 


Bishop Lawrence, in his address at 


the opening- session spoke partly as fol 
iotos: 


"Of the many dangers, subtle and 


open, which, stand in our path, I men- 
tion onlyi two for they are such and so 
imminent, that they demand our im- 
mediate thought and action. 


"One has only to listen for a moment 


to- the shouts in the stock market dur- 
ing the past few weeks to be impressed 
with the danger in when our young 
men and v.xmen, our boys and girls 
stand: the temptation to gamble, to-get 
something' for nothing, to! try and 
make money fast, to hazard what is of 
value s=imp!v for the pleasure of the 
hazard. You see that I am not draw- 
ing fine distinctions, much less am I 
making the stock market the scaoe- 
goat for an increasing popular danger 
and vice. 


"Vicious gambling, which catches the 


popular eye is but the symptom cf a 
spirit pervading the community that cf 
an unreadiness to work steadily for die 
legitimate reward of labor, an unrest 
at the moderate and fair returns of 
capital, a making- haste to get rioh, 
a keen love of the sport of overreach- 
ing- another, a fascination in living by 
one's wits instead of by 
one's 
sober 


thoughts and careful work. 


"The other danger also disrjlays itself 


in vulgar natl excessive form; the form 
is, however, only a. symptom of a per- 
vading influence. In its vulgar form im 
purity flaunts itself before the nublic 
in some theatres , pome books, 
and 


newspapers', and some resorts of the 
vicious. And citizens 
wonder 
why 


the'e symptoms a>re not suppressed by 
lh(*r>o!ice. 


"Do net understand me as sayins 


that the people as a whole, are yield- 
ing to thc'-o disintegrating1 influences. 
Of course, the ^eat body of the people 
shrink fro:n those things. But I do
